A joint communique issued in 
Cairo and Amman at the end of the 
visit, which came less than two 
weeks after Jordan restored di- 
plomatic relations with Egypt se-

Egypt peace treaty in 1979, said: 
“The brotherly Egyptian-Jordanian 
encounter is a prelude to a new and 
effective cohesion which will con- 
solidate common Arab action to 
confront serious difficulties facing 
the Palestine issue and to restore the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people, foremost their rights to self- 
determination.” 


The communique also said the twa 

countries agreed to set up a joint 
committee chaired by the two prime 
ministers to “implement coopera- 
tion in various spheres.”

Strategic studies institute reports: 
Israel, Syria have made up 
for losses in Lebanon War

LONDON. - Israel and Syria have 
largely replaced fosses in military 
equipment sustained in the war in 
Lebanon two years ago and in some 
cases “have gone beyond replace- 
ment”. according to the Internation- 

al Institute for Strategic Studies. 
Statistics included in the institute's 
annual publication, The Military Ba- 
lance, published here today, show 
that while Israel's armed forces have 
declined in number in the past five 


τ years from 165,000 to 141,000, those

of Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia 
have all gone up. In 1979, Egypt's 
armed forces totalled 395.000. To- 
day they stand at 406,000. Saudi 
Arabia’s have gone up in the same 
period from 44,500 to 51,500 while 
those of Syria have shot up from 
227,500 to 362,500. 

The largest armed forces in the 
Middle East are those of iraq, which 
now number 642,500 - almost treble 
what they were five years ago. Iran 
has 550.000.

Decision on IDF withdrawal 
due in four weeks, says Peres

WASHINGTON. - U.S. officials 
yesterday said they were pleased by 
the increased flexibility expressed by 
Prime Minister Peres regarding an 

Israeli pullback from Lebanon. 

They said it was still toa soon to 
conclude that the U.S. is about to 
undertake mediation aimed at a 
withdrawal. 

But President Reagan and Secret- 
ary of State Shultz, U.S. officials 
said, were encouraged enough by 
the Peres position to authorize 
Assistant Sccretaly for Seas Caste ria 
and South Asian Affairs Richard 
Murphy to continue exploratory 
talks during a forthcoming trip to the 
Middle East later this month. 

While in Washington. Peres said 
the Israeli cabinet would reach some 


decisions on a withdrawal within the 
next three or four weeks, and said 
that could set the stuge for an actual 
“unilateral™ removal of Israeli 
troops within six to nine months. 

Syrian forces, he said, could re- 
main in their existing positions, but 
could not advance. 

The prime minister proposed that 
troops from the United Nations In- 
terim Force in Lebanon (Unifil) re- 

ing Israeli forces in the 
eastern sector of Lebanon along the 
Syrian front. 

U.S. and Israeli officials said this 
would require an expansion 02 the 
Unifil mandate, which expires on 
October 19. Diplomats at the UN 
are confident the mandate will be 
renewed and possibly even modified 
to enable Unifil to move toward the 
Beka‘a Valley. 


In the western ind central sectors 
of Southern Lebanon, Peres said, 
Israel wants to see the South 
Lebanese Army, under the com- 
mand of Gen. Antoine Lahad, re- 
main in its positions with Unifil 
troops and regular forces of the 
Lebanese Army in areas slightly to 
the north. 

Peres said there are no significant 
differences between the U.S. and 
Israel on Lebanon. U.S. officials 
agreed, Peres said, “quiet diploma- 
cy” would be most effective in seek- 
ing to secure an Israeli withdrawal. 

If the Syzians should refuse to 
coaperate, Peres indicated, Israel 
might undertake a partial withdraw- 
al from the western and central sec- 
tions of Southern Lebanon but re- 
main ‘16 or 17 mils from Damas-

Delay in academic year threatened 


Navon: We won't let universities be crippled

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon on Wednesday morning 
assured Prof. Haim Harari, chair- 
man of the budget and planning 
committee of the Council for Higher 
Education, that the government will 
not permit financial considerations 
to cripple the universities. 

But the Committee of Heads of 
Institutes of Higher Leaming on 
Tuesday urged that the beginning of 
the academic year be postponed two 
weeks to allow Prime Minister Peres 
to settle outstanding financial differ- 
ences between the Treasury, Fi- 
nance Ministry, the universities and 
the students. 

The universities are ‘scheduled to 
open on October 28, but their 


budgets, salary scales and tuition 
fees for the academic year bave not 
yet been determined. 

The committee called for the post- 
ponement after an emergency meet- 
ing with the grants committee of the 
Council for Higher Education. Rep- 
resentatives of the latter body re- 
ported inability to make headway in 
talks with Treasury officials. The 
Treasury has not yet paid its accumu- 
lated $50 million debt to the univer- 
Sities, still outstanding from last 
year, and is intent on streamlining 
this year’s budget for higher educa- 
tion. 

A spokesman for the committee 
said that over the past two years 
university budgets bave already 
been reduced in real terms by 20 per 
cent.

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Record US. tax-evasion case settled 


NEW YORK (Reuter). -- The Marc 
Rich companies yesterday agreed to 
pay the U.S. government about $200 
million in fines and interest to settle 
the biggest tax-evasion case in 
American history. 

‘But criminal charges against Swiss 
oil trader Mare Rich and his partner 
Pincus Green remain. the U.S. 
attomey for Manhattan, Rudolph 
Giuliani, told a federal court in New 
York. 

Federal Judge Shirley Kram 
accepted the settlement stemming 
from illegal oil trading by Marc Rich 
and Company A.G. of Switzerland 
and its U.S. subsidiary Mare Rich 


and Company International Lid. 
The settlement includes $150m. in 
back taxes. S21m. in fines already 
paid for failure to produce the sub- 
poenaed documents, plus interest on 
back taxes. 

Giuliani told the judge that the 
settlement represented “the largest 
amount ever recovered in a U.S. 
income-tax case.”

THE STATE of Israel. which has 
been setting all kinds of negative 
records in the economic sphere, 
might have just put itself in the 
Guiness Book of Records by having 
three prime ministers in less than 
séven days this week.

Minister Shimon Peres, who left for 
America in the wee hours of Sunday 
morning. The second was Deputy 
Premier Yitzhak Navon, who filled 
in as acting premier while both Peres 
and Vice Prime Minister Yitzhak 
‘Shamir were in the U.S. And the 
third is Vice Premier Shamir, who 
retumed just before the Succot holi- 
day and took up his rightful place as 
the PM's first alternate until Peres 
himself returns early next week. 

During his brief “term of office,” 
Navon took his job seriously, shut- 
tling over from his offices at the 
Ministry of Education to check in- 


coming and outgping messages at the 
Prime Ministers Office in the Jeru- 
salem Kirya. 


INCIDENTALLY, our fifth presi- 
dent and current education minister 
has come in for some criticism as the 
possessor of the largest ministerial 
automobile. After considerable in- 
quiry. we have discovered that 
Navon’s car is an Oldsmobile. In the 
meantime, three non-Socialist mem- 
bers of the cabinet have given up 
their Volvos in favour of smaller 
cars.

Israeli government to avert them.” 

There may uot have been any 
announcements of specific sums of 
additional economic and military aid 
to Israel, but Peres was assured that 
such assistance will be forthcoming 
next year. In the meantime, the 
administration has decided to go 
along with the Congressional desire 
that the entire $1.2 billion in 
approved economic assistance be 
provided right away rather than 
spread out over the next year. That 
should alleviate any immediate fore- 
ign exchange probiems facing Israel. 

Peres conceded at a Washington 
news conference on Wednesday that 
he had raised some specific figures of 
needed U.S. aid during his talks. He 
refused to cite them publicly. 

The new joint American-Isracli 
economic committee will begin its 
sessions in the next few days. Mem- 
bers of Congress and the Knesset as 
well as private. business and labour 
union leaders. from both countries 
will be asked to participate. Their 
deliberations could set the stage for a 
formal Israelj request early next year 
for almost double the current 
amount of combined economic and 
military ‘aid for Israel. But a $4b. 
Israeli 
automatically translated into a $4b. 
aid package. 


Traditionally, an administration 
in power has always cut the Israeli 
request. Congresses, on the other 
band, have very often increased the 
administration-recommended sums 
during the lengthy legislative pro-

“The two 
Major political parties joined 
together in order to rise above nar- 
row sectional interests, But I see 
there is a third party stronger than 
the other two, the ‘party’ represent: 
ing those sectional interests them- 
selves. It is made up of people cm- 
ployed in jobs und occupations that 
have no right to exist, yet go on 
existing. 


“NO REAL ATTEMPT was made 
to negotiate ἃ package deal.

‘Wasn't the Histadrut's Yisrael Kessur 
protecting the workers’ interests us he 
saw them? 

Baruch can scarcely contain his 
indignation. “When there ts infla- 
tion, the workers are the losers," he 
said. “You should know that. The 
profiteers of inflation are those with 
big incomes, the property owners. 

“Cutting the cost-of-living allo 
wance is part of a scheme for elmi- 
naung inflation, and it is tu the 
workers’ benefit. The alternative is 2 
collapse of earnings and employ- 
ment. Yet the Histadrut talks about 
Tespecting collective agreements and 
spreading the burden. 

“And then Adi Amorai, deputy 
finance minister, adupted last Mon- 
day a fall-back position, expressing 
the hope that it may be passible to 
halt the growth of inflation. That 
Means putting up with the present 
inflation of 800 per cent! Did you 
ever hear of such a thing? Is that 
seriously the best we can do?” 

Can the package deal still be 
negotiated? “It is too late. With 
inflation running at that rate. volun- 
tary arrangements are no longer 
possible. The government will have 
to carry out the economic plan on its 
own authority. 

“Moda’i has declared that he will 
prepare the 1985/86 budget in the 
spirit of the Treasury's economic 
plan. I wish him success. But deci- 
Sions must be taken now if things are 
to move in the right direction during 
the financial year ahead. We can't go

There is no argument about the 
fact that Israeli basketball has im- 
proved enormously. Critical voices. 
however, contend that the constant 
and extensive use of foreign contract 
players is a damaging phenomenon. 
The spurious argument insists that as 
aresult in every club there are sever- 
al Sabra players who are deprived of 

axegularspotoatheirteam:. .. + 
“Fhe second issue is that until now 
Israel bas never produced a genuine- 


ly all-round talented home-grown 
point guard. 
The first argument is easily dismis- 


sed simply by observing the con- 
stantly improving quality of local 
players, and in recent years, the 
overall heightened fan interest in the 


sport. Ὲ 

Most of the visiting players serve 
‘local youngsters as a model for them 
to emulate. At the same time they 
give the fans a better team for which 
to cheer. 

The second question is rather 
more subtle. The role of pomt guard 
in a basketball team is extremely 
complex. He is the man in the driv- 
ing seat, the player representing on 
court the personality and tactics of 
the coach. 

The point guard is entrusted with 
running the team on court; he leads 
the fast break, sets up the half-court 
offence, spearheads the defence out 
front, and at all times must himself 
pose ascoringthreat. . 

Through the years contract or im- 
migrant players have filled this posi-* 
tion adequately — often more than 
adequately — for the key local teams. 
Bob Griffin, Barry Leibowitz and 
Jack Zimmerman have been three of 
the best in this capacity in recent 
Seasons. - 

Until now, however, no home- 
grown player has shown evidence of 
being able to fulfil the complex role 
to satisfaction. Avigdor Moscowitz 
of Hapoel Ramat Gan, for instance, 
is brilliant in leading the fast break 
but is poor in setting up the half- 
court offence and is weak in defence. 
Hapoel Tel Aviv'’s Shmuel Zysman 
and Maccabi's Mottie Aroesti are 
both hard grafters in the same mould 
but share Moscowitz’ weaknesses. 

Interesting a game as last week’s 
Ussishkin encounter was, it would 
probably have just been pushed back 
to the far recesses of the memory, 
relegated to the ranks of just another 
important league fixture. Suddenly, 
however, Elimelech was seen to be 
emerging, showing in quite stunning 
fashion that he possesses all the 
necessary assets -of a fine point 
guard. He has reached court matur- 
ity and may yet prove that he has the 
makings of real greatness in the role.

His coach Ivan Duncan was quick 
to point out that he has years ahead 
of him on court. Having already 
been in the league for six seasons he 
has however, done well to soak up 
useful experience — much of it learnt 
from the respectable performers 
from abroad alongside whom he has 
played and also against.

Elimelech was consistently leading 
his team down court whenever a fast, 
break opportunity materialized.

he was able to continue rolling in for 
the lay-up shot. 

When the Tel Avivins resorted to 
man-to-man defence the young: 
Holon star always seemed able to 
maneuver the defence out of posi- 
tion in similar fashion. In defence he 
was himself persistently dogged. 

Eventually, after playing a 
straight 38 minutes out of the 40 the 
hard working Elimflech succumbed 
to the heat, committed two sloppy 
fouls and was forced out of the game 
with five fouls. Holon were then 
ahead but with him side-lined they 
failed to preserve their advantage. 

It is more than a good sign for 
Israeli basketball that this energetic 
young man has emerged to assume 
an important place on the local 
scene. It may be true that we are not 
able to grow our home-bred talent 
any taller. But there is πὸ reason that 
they should not be taught to develop 
into hard working and smarter play- 
ers.

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PRESIDENT Jaafar Numeiri of 
Sudan was quoted earlier this week 
as advising the Arabs to drop their 
muilitary option in dealing with Israel 
“because Israel's defeat militarily is 
impossible.” 

In an interview with the Kuwaiti 
daily Ai-Anba, Numeiri said. “the 
Arabs are incapable of defeating 
Israel militarily.” Of equal interest. 
however, was his addition to the 
effect that "...we can only defeat 
Israel through a method of peace.” 

This latter remark was made in 
connection with Numeiri's conten- 
tion that the Arabs have in effect 
already “accepted the principle of 
peace™ with Israel by endorsing the 
1982 Fez Plan for a comprehensive 
peace with Israel. 

Numeiri's statement should be of 
interest to Israelis and third party 


’ observers of developments in the 


Arab-Israel conflict for three 
reasons: 

He is justly considered to be an 
important spokesman for the “mod- 
erate™ camp in the Arab world on 
the issue of the attirude towards 
Israel. 

As an ally and client of Egypt, 
Numeiri often says openly what the 
Egyptians are thinking but prefer 
Not to say: 

The timing of the statement was 
coordinated with the visit of Egyp- 
tian president Hosni Mubarak to 
King Hussein of Jordan for the pur- 
pose of their jointly serving as a 
nucleus for refloating the idea of an 
international conference on a com- 
prehensive Arab-Israel peace.

THE STALEMATE produced by 
the July election carried the seeds of 
one major blessing. It put an end to 
the virtual stalemate in government. 
It farced the two major parties to 
stop tripping each other up and to 
join forces in tackling the deepening 
economic crisis. 

Success for their union is feasible 
precisely because the parties are 
agreed essentially on the measures 
that have to be taken. 

Tnevitably, there are and will be 
differences of opinion on specifics. 
even within each of the parties them- 
selves ~ whether for the protection of 
some special interest or out of differ- 
ing perceptions of the national good. 

Once a decision. has been taken, 
however, it should be implemented 
with all speed and authority. 

It is unfortunate that these trite 
observations have to be repeated 
again and again.

longer have a viable military option 
for defeating Israel. This was actual- 
ly the formula which the late presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat used ia trying to 
Sell his “heresy” of the Camp David 
agreements to his fellow Arabs. 

The Sadat view, now repeated by 
Numeiri, was based partly on the 
implications of the monumental 
Egyptian and Syrian military defeats 
in the Yom Kippur war, which began 
so auspiciously for them. But even 
more it was based on the belief of 
Arab leaders that Israel possesses 
sufficient atom bombs and the 
means of delivery to wipe out the 
Arab world if conventional Arab 
armies ever succeeded in defeating 
the Israel Army and confronting this 
country with the immediate threat of 
massive invasion and annihilation. 


SADAT WAS excommunicated for 
his pains by the Arab leaders con- 
vened in the Baghdad conference. 
His successor, Mubarak, after six 
years in the Arab political desert, 
now hopes that more and more Arab 
leaders will have the courage to 
follow King Hussein's lead in restor- 
ing relations with Cairo, and accord- 
ing Egypt anew the central role in 
the Arab world it was accustomed 
to.

Because we are going to be 
subjected in the near future to 8 
flood of arguments from well- 
intentioned (and from'some not such 
well-intentioned) third parties to the 
effect that the Arab world is on the 
verge of following Sadat's historic 
breakthrough to peace.

On his way to the match. with 
Karpov. Kasparov defeated in the 
preliminaries his countrymen Alex- 
ander Belyavsky, 6-3. and Victor 
Korchnoi, 7-4. In the finals of the 
Candidates’ Matches he downed a 
previously unbeated Vassily Smys- 
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personal cost, but at the cost of the 
country as a whole.

GOLDSTEIN IS GRATIFIED that 
for once the entire Liberal Party had 
closed ranks behind Moda’i - “for 
whatever motives."” 

If the Liberals-eventualty decide 
to go it alone, they appreciate that 
Moda’i’s success at the Treasury will 
have electoral benefits,” he says. 

Pessah Grupper has already called 
for a break with Hemt.

After all, 
Levy’s attacks hurt not only the 
plans for economic recovery, but the 
“unity of the Likud. If Levy and his ilk 
succeed in causing the Likud to

ASTO THE PROSPECTS of mend- 
ing fences in the Likud, Goldstein 
hopes that the signals made by va- 
rious Liberal spokesmen through the 
media have been properly read and 
registered inside Herut: “We hope 
they got the message,” he remarks.

himself up as the protector of the 
wage-carners, yet he fails to grasp 
that he's harming their interests. 

“Mind you, I wouldn't ga so far as 
to ἀκ why Levy turned down the 
Finance Ministry on a number of 
occasions. He's never really ex- 
plained his motives. 


“I wonder whether the deputy 
premier really has in mind the likeli- 
hood of the Likud breaking up. with 
him pushing Herut into the opposi- 
tion, enabling him to defeat Shamir 
in the next leadership round? 

“if his mind really works along, 
such lines, perhaps there is another 
scenario: the Likud stays united. 
Moda‘i succeeds at the Treasury. the 
Likud parties merge, 

“Maybe Levy is afraid that in such 
a situation, Moda’i will fight him 
for the united Likud leadership —and 
win. After all, not all parts of Herut 
accept Levy's populism. There are 
major forces in that party which 
support the economic line set by 
former finance minister Yigael 
Cohen-Orgad and now followed by 
Moda’. It’s also illuminating to see 
how Sharon supported Moda‘i 
against Levy, and yet they talk of an 
alliance between them.” 


Goldstein is fairly optimistic that a 
break-up of the Likud cun be 
avoided now. Along with fellow 
Liberals, he is putting his trust in 
Shamir re-asserting his primacy 


within Herut and putting the Herut 


house in order. True, he concedes, 
Hentt in the post-Begin era hus still 


not settled the question of the suc- 
cession: “They don't have a clear 


leadership, at least that’s how things 
appear to the outsider. . 

“I fear that if some political wis- 
dom is not infused into the Herut 
front bench, the Likud could blow 
apart. And if we go our separate 
ways, only Labour will benefit.” 


One naturally might ask whether 


these factors would have much influ- 


ence on what happens over the 
board, in the battlefield. The answer 
is yes -- quite a lot. The psychological 
means of terror were employed by 
the Russians in the 1978 Karpov-

Yet. I suggest so many in Herut 
seem τὸ disdain the Liberals. calling 
them srampistim (free-loaders).

“This segment of the community 
was badly hurt during Yoram Ari- 
dor's term at the Treasury.

“If we succeed in this aim, then 
Herut will regard us as a worthwhile 
partner; if not, then Herut will wish 
to proceed without us." 


HE SINCERELY believes that if 
the Likud jays more emphasis on 
Liberal ideology it will increase its 
support. But. he warms: “We should 
not dismiss as too far-reaching the 
possibility that we Liberals may 
eventually be forced to quit the 
Likud because of Herut pressures. 
After all, if a politician or 1 body of 
politicians senses that someone is 
gut to destroy him or them, then he 
or they should pot wait for the axe to 
fail. 

“We may come to the conclusion 
that a faction of four or even two 
MKs can more effectively pursue 
their political ideology than a group 
of 18 MKs. But. of course, if the sptit 
occurs then both parties will lose.” 

Meunwhile, Goldstein does not 
intend Josing time: as soon as the 
recessends, he and Herut MK Micha 
Reiser will ask permission of the 
coalition executive to table a joint 
hill raising the threshold for admis- 
sion of Knesset lists from 1 per cent 
ta 3 per cent.

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Winning Washington 

THE information that has been made public officially and 
non-officially, about Mr. Peres's talks in Washington would 
indicate that the Prime Minister has good reason to be pleased. 
_ Not only was he well received, but President Reagan and his 
aides apparently gave ἃ very sympathetic hearing to Mr. Peres’s 
exposition of Istael’s present economic plight. Thus the Presi- 
dent immediately issued a statement designed, to reassure 
Israel's present and future creditors, and there was agreement 

to give Israel this year's grant aid at the outset in a single sum. 
In addition there was apparently warrant for Mr. Peres to 
conclude that Israel's new aid requests would be favourably 
examined, and, no less important. that the Administration was 
willing to help Israe] launch a long-range effort to boost U.S. 


investment in the country. 


Precisely how all these matters will be translated into reality 
will become clear only in the weeks and months ahead. On the 
eve of an American presidential election, it could not be 
expected that any possible points of contention or disagree- 


ment would be given to display. 


Yet it should not be supposed that even the most generous of 
U.S. responses will absolve the government from devising and 
implementing a coherent economic policy based on radically 
different notions of public expenditure than existed until now. 
Asin our military outlook. so too on the économic front, it must 
be realized that the U.S. will only help us, over the long run, if 


we help ourselves. 


Without explicit signs of such self help, no U.S. Administra- 
tion, no matter how friendly, could long sustain largesse. 

Upon his return, Mr. Peres will probably report to the public 
on the favourable responses he encountered in Washington. 
But he will also have to underline to the public, and to his 
fidgety ministers, who would, of course, prefer to avoid 
contractions of their budgets, that reform still begins at home. 


Mending fences 


EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT Hosni Mubarak’s visit to Amman 


this week has been carefully monitored in Jerusalem for any 
indication that the formal rapprochement between Jordan and 
Egypt represented a weakening of Egypt's commitments under 
its peace treaty with Israel. 

Remarks attributed to Mubarak's chief political aide, Dr. 
Osama al-Baz, on the eve of the visit, that Egypt's Arab 
commitments took precedence over those to Israel, which he 
described as a ‘danger to world peace,” were far from 
encouraging, and they drew an appropriately sharp response 
from the Foreign Ministry. 

In the event, al-Baz’s outburst on Jordanian TV has emerged 
as quite out of key with the statements attributed to Mubarak 
both during the visit and on his return to Cairo yesterday. 

Egypt remains committed to Camp David, Mubarak stres- 
sed, and this commitment has nothing to do.with its relations 
with Jordan or any other Arab country. 

While conceding Jordan’s right to oppose Camp David - 
something stressed repeatedly by Hussein since diplomatic ties 
with Egypt were restored two weeks ago — both Mubarak and 
Hussein have nevertheless indicated that they had agreed on 
some form of “common strategy” to deal with the Palestine 
problem. oe oy, 

Just what this strategy might be was not spelled out by either 
man. And nor is it likely to be before the U.S. presidential 
election next month, after which America’s intentions with 
ied to the peace process and its own initiatives will become 
clearer. . 

Hussein has already expressed his scepticism that anything 
much can be achieved either with the new government in Israel, 
or with the administration in Washington. His preference. so he 
has been saying repeatedly, would be for some form of 
international conference embracing all the parties involved as 
well as both superpowers. 

Mubarak, on the other hand, has by no means ruled out a 
revival of the American peace initiative after next month's 
election, and was extremely careful this week not to close the 
door on such a possibility -- despite the pressure hé might well 
have come under to do so from Hussein, to judge by the king's 
public statements. ‘ 

For Jerusalem, the longer term implications of this week's 
‘summit in Amman are thus not yet apparent. In the immediate 
short term, the messages would appear to be that the latest 
developments in Egyptian-Jordanian relations will have little 
a no effect on Israel's relations either with Jordan or with

The newly created U.S.-Israeli 
economic committee is slated to con- 
vene in the coming days to consider 
additional long-term proposals de- 
signed to strengthen the Israeli eco- 
nomy. Israel is seeking new U-S. 
government financing through the 
Export-Import bank and the Over- 
seas Private Investment Corporation 
to promote private U.S. investments 
in Israel. 

The prime minister is scheduled to 
spend most of today in New York 
meeting with American bankers and 
businessmen in what Israeli officials 
are calling a “full court press” de- 
signed to generate more private 
commercial support for Israel. 

In that regard. Isracli officials 
were encouraged by Reagan's state- 
ment at the White House that the 
U.S. will help Israel meet any future 
balance of payments problems - a 
signal to Wall Street that Israel re- 
mains a good commercial risk for 
more loans. 

Peres yesterday scrapped a prop- 
osal to retum to Washington today 
to sign a declaration at the White 
House with Reagan in support of the 
U.S.-Israeli free-trade area, Con- 
gress on Tuesday completed legisla- 


Reagan-Peres meeting. 

At that time, Reagan announced 
that the U.S. and Israeli negotiators 
had been instructed to complete 
their agreement within 30 days. 

White House officials were still 
anxious for a formal Reagan-Peres 
signing ceremony and raised the pos- 
sibility of today. Israeli officials were 
initially inclined to go along with the 
plan, but yesterday they rejected it 
for two reasons: Firstly, the second 
day of Succot is observed by Jews in 
the Diaspora as a holiday. It might 
look unseemly for an Israeli prime 
minister to fly to Washington at that 
time even though Israelis only cele- 
brate the first day of Succot. 

And secondly, Peres has already 
received some criticism for appear- 
ing to endorse Reagan's bid for re- 
election against Democratic challen- 
ger Walter Mondale. Peres emerged 
from the White House meeting with 
warm praise for Reagan. He later 
also praised Mondale, with whom he 
met in New York on Wednesday. 

There was some concern among 
Israeli diplomats and others that yet 
another “photo opportunity”. with 
the president might needlessly upset 
τῆς ΤῊ many Democratic friends in 
the U.S.

.THE RITUAL AND ETHICAL ASPECTS OF JUDAISM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - You are to be commended 
for bringing to our attention, the 
Rosh Hashana Magazine, of 
September 26, two such stimulating, 
thought-provoking articles as ““Con- 
ceptual convolutions” by Michael 
Shashar and “Different strokes” in 
which Yosef Goell on a con- 
ference held at Kibbutz Hatzor on 
the proposed “Movement for 
Humanistic Secular Judaism.” They 
share a common thesis, developed 
from diametrically opposite points 
of view. Both reflect the effort on the 
part of so many to drive a perma- 
nent, immovable wedge between the 
Titual and ethical aspects of Judaism. 

Michael Shashar so narrows the 
concept of “ἃ treasured people™ as 
to reduce to irrelevancy the entire 
ethical dimension of Judaism. He 
writes; “It seems that we need to lay 
down, an important fundamental 
rule: human values, be they in the 
social-cultural realm or any other, 
are not the exclusive possession of 
any people, but are shared by va- 
tious groups — especially by particu- 
lar individuals — in many nations and 
there is no organic. connection be- 
tween those values and the sacio- 
political form of a nation" (emphasis 
mine). Yosef Goell. on the other 
hand, quotes Professor Bauer as: 
saying: “Those who so believe (in a’ 
divine being) can undoubtedly be 
humanists too, but it should be clear 
that this organization is not for 
them.”

Regrettably, in confronting us 
with an “either-or” choice, both 
Shashar and Professor Bauer choose 
to ignore the significant contribu- 
tions made by so many European 
and American Jewish scholars and 
thinkers who have stressed repe- 
atedly that Judaism is an insepar- 
able, magnificent blend of the ritual 
and the ethical. Although there are 
many differences of opinion as to the 
telative weight to be assigned to the 
one or the other, almost all are in 
agreement that any attempt to sepa- 
a view to 
the elimination of either can only 
lead to ἃ distortion of the unique 
character of our faith. Zecharya 
Goren, whose paper is mentioned 
only en passant, apparently senses this 
when he says: ‘‘no society can éxist 


‘without rituals and the function of 


holidays is to transmit a society's 
traditional values at set times via 
accepted ritualistic codes.” 

It seems to me it would be more 
constructive for all parties con- 
cemed to devote their thought and 
creative energy to exploring how to 
maintain the unity of Judaism rather 
than how to separate and divide 
gurselves. Were we to undertake 
this exploration seriously, we might 
yet become, if not a “light unto the 
nations” (which incidentally, despite 
Shashar, is a prophetic idea, of 
Isaiah 42:6), at least a light unto 


ourselves.

In the future, recipients of this 
kind of pay-slip will tend more and 
more to demand the parallel 
“cleaning-up” of the deduction side.
